According to Selectman Jim 
Stewart, there has been “a big 
change" in the wording of the draft 
Underground Storage Bylaw which 
will go before a special town 
meeting approval in December, 
Stewart told selectmen Tuesday 
night that at last Wednesday's 
Bylaw Study Committee meeting, 
members agreed to change the tank 
requirements to exclude all resident 
tanks from annual testing pro- 
cedures, The wording closely 
follows State recommendaiton and 
reads: annual testing will not be 
required for underground tanks 
connected solely to a heating 
system. The previous version of the 
law required that all 900 gallon 


tanks and above would be subject w 
an anrital test. 

Stewart stressed, however, that 
under the bylaw, all underground 
tanks must be tested when they 
reach 20 years of age. Right now, 
the Kentmore Heat Petrod type and 
the Sunmark type of presure tests 
will be used. Less expensive tests 
may eventually be developed and 
recommended for use later. 

Bob Cain, who serves with 
Stewart on the Aquifer Protection 
Task Force, suggested the 
monitoring of all wells to protect 
Wilmington's underground water 
supply. 

The Aquifer Protection Task 
Force will meet Thursday night to 
discuss the recommended change.

executive session

It all came down wo a difference 
of opinion: was the September 25 
executive session of the Wilming- 
ton School Committee, to establish 
an increase in salary for WHS 
Principal Paul Fleming, legal or 
illegal? 

Committeeman Shirley Callan, 
criticized by some for going public 
with details of that meeting, claims 
the executive session was not legal 
Her fellow board members, on 
advice from their own counsel, say 
yes it was. 

The issue prompted some lengthy 
discussions and overshadowed 
other agenda items at last Wednes- 
day night's committee meeting 

Callan told her colleagues she had 
sought advice from the district 
attorney's office last week and was 
told the session was illegal. Later in 
the evening she said she is 
“formally filing a complaint against 
this committee with the DA's 
office” for going against the open 
meeting law. 

It is Callan’s contention that 
collective bargaining with one 
principal, rather than the entire 
bargaining unit, is not cause for an 
executive session 

“The public's business should be 
done in public,” she explained, and 
not in secret behind closed doors. 
Though she affirmed that Fleming 
has "done a good job” and her 


complaint has nothing to do with 
his ability as principal, she 
maintained that people have a right 
to know what the board is doing 

Bridget Zukas said “I will not 
accept your charge we're doing 
secret business in secret.” Mitchell 
Spiris said almost the same thing. 
He pointed out that since they had 
just discussed and voted on Flem- 
ing’s increase in public, "there is 
nothing secret about it.” 

All board members present took 
strong exception to Callan’s action 
in making information of that 
closed session public knowledge 
before the minutes were released. 

Bob Peterson stated he, for one, 
would be reluctant to sit in on 
future collective bargaining ses- 
sions. He felt September's executive 
session was legal because both 
Fleming and William Fay 
(president of the principal's bar- 
gaining unit) requested it and it was 
“a matter of discretion with the 
individuals involved.” 

Also, he said, even though the 
session dealt stricly with a money 
matter, “there were no guarantees” 
personalities wouldn't have come 
up. And it is to protect people's 
reputations that bargaining is done 
behind closed doors. 

Spiris, in some strong language, 
claimed that Callan’s action “did a 
great deal to undermine the role of

No escrow account 
for electric charges 


Reading Light must yield a large 
volume of information opposing 
attorneys, as a result of rulings 
issued on Friday afternoon by the 
Mass. Dept. of Public Utilities. 

One key ruling, though, went in 
favor of Reading Light. Hearing 
officer Stephen Kalnionsky denied 
a motion by the Wilmington Cham- 
ber of Commerce which would 
have allowed firms to place money 
in escrow. That money would have 
been amounts currently due under a 
surcharge on high levels of power 
used during four summer months 
For one firm, this would have 
represented about $20,000, just on 
its September electric bill. 

The rulings were on motions and 
objections on the petitions brought 
against Reading Light by the 
Chamber of Commerce and the 
towns of Wilmington and Lynn- 
field. Those petitions seek inves 
tigation into the rates and practices 
of Reading Light, and seek to block 
a rate change which took effect in 
June. 

In the discovery phase of the pro- 
ceedings, the DPU overruled all of 
Reading Light's 39 objections to 
certain information requests. Of 
these, 28 were by the Chamber of 
Commerce, and 11 were by the 
Town of Wilmington. The DPL 
also denied six motions by Reading 
in the discovery phase

Charlie Hudson, in the days* 
before the Spanish American War 
had a grocery store on Main Street 
in what is called Wilmington 
Square today. He did very well by 
the local population and although 
he died in 1914 the corner of 
Church Street and Main Street was 
called "Hudson's Comer” for more 
than another 10 years. 

A Vermonter, he probably was 
married, although there seems to be 
no record in Wilmington, He built 
himself on Church

few homes had a 
carraige shed, which was some- 
thing much better. Having a 
carraige shed added to the prestige 
of the estate on which a family 
lived. 
A carriage shed always had a 
hardwood floor, of maple or oak. 
The carriage or carriages, with 
hard rubber tires on the whe:

or two, for the family steeds. 
Many had a stove, to keep the 
shed warm in the winter. There was 
also to be found a complete, or 
nearly complete carpenter shop. 
Charlie was 63 years old when he 
robably for a second 
time, a widow, Josephine Crooker. 
‘She was 52. That was in 1911 
The story, true or not, is that 


Josephine made Charlie change his 
shoes in the carriage shed, before 
coming intd the house. She didn't 
want any dirt tracked in. 

True or not, Charlie died three 
years later, and of course he never 
again had to change his shoes. 

The estate was sold to Frank 
Roman, about 1917. 

Frank was a wholesale fruit 
merchant in Boston. He planted 
apple trees where Charlie had hay 
fields. Today the high school is 
where the apple trees grew. 

Frank, the story goes, used to sell 
fruit and vegetables to the ships of 
the U.S. Navy when they docked in 
Boston. It seemed to be a profitable 
business, for purchasing officers 
would come out to Wilmington to 
talk over the details with Frank. 

Of course the fact that Prank 
Roman had a couple of barrels of 
wine in the carriage house had 
nothing to do with those visits by 
the Navy officers. 

When the town bought the Roman 
Property, in the late 1940s and built 
a high school the Roman barn, as it 
was then called, was moved to a site 
which was more behind the house. 
It became the headquarters for the 
building maintenance department. 

Recently the carriage shed was 
moved a second time, in 
preparation of making an addition 
to the high school. 

Sunday, at about 4 a.m the barn 
was on fire. Arson, it is presumed, 
was the cause.

School committee 
approves professional 
development grants

Wilmington School Committee 
members unanimously approved 
the professional development 
grants and the school improvement 
funds (SIF) provided for in the new 
Mass. Education Reform Law at 
their October 9 meeting. They also 
unanimously agreed to table a 
minimum teacher's salary pro- 
vision. 

Members, on advice from 
Superintendent of Schools Robert 
Horan, took the steps in the first of 
several discussions of the new law. 
The massive two year reform 
program was established last July 
and is said to be the most 
comprehensive one in Bay State 
history. 

Initially, explained Horan, teach- 
ers could apply for up to $30,000 in 
professional development funding. 
Since this provision provides a way 
of compensating teachers for taking 
on extra responsibilities (such as 
the initiation of new programs) 
outside of the salary scale, Horan 
recommended the committee accept 
it and place it on the warrant for 
December's special town meeting. 
This members agreed to do. 

According to the law, dvery 
elementary school in the state is 
authorized to establish a seven- 
member school improvement coun- 
cil to look into new instructional 
programs and expand curriculum. 
Each council, explained Horan, 
would consist of three parents, 
three teachers, and the building 
principal who would act as 
chairman. Each district elementary 
school would then be eligible to 
receive $10 per pupil from thé state 
to go toward programs beyond the 
normal budget limitations, said 
Horan. 

Since this aspect of the law “does 


involve parents in the educational 
process” and provides some extra 
funding, Horan recommended 
approval and was backed up by the 
committee. Horan then suggested 
they apply for the funds im- 
mediately or they would be in 
danger of losing them. 

According to the law, the state 
provides two years of funding for 
districts choosing to raise to 
$18,000 the minimum salary for all 
teachers hired after July 1, 1985. 
Other teachers are eligible, said 
Horan, but the monies would come 
from the local agency, not the state 
For this reason, he felt this 
provision wouldn't be “fiscally 
sound” for Wilmington. If it was 
amended on the state level, he said, 
they could discuss it further at a 
later date. The provision was tabled 
until then.

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Council works on drug policy 


presented to the town 

The new policy's development 
has been underway since last 
spring, and is designed to discipline 
any student found to have violated 
the Tewksbury School System 
drug/alcohol policy. Also, its goals 
are to involve the offenders 
parents or guardians in a program 
aimed to help the student. Finally, 
the policy would require that the 
Tewksbury Police Department be 
informed of any drug violations. 

The new policy entails strong 
disciplinary action for those 
suspected or actually distributing, 
taking or being under the influence 
of drugs or alcohol. Yet, it also 
specifies action to be taken to help 
the offender deal with the problem 
and inevitably conquer it

WHS suspensions 
jumped last year 


by Arlene Surprenant 

A total of 198 out of 990 students 
were suspended at Wilmington 
High School last year, a figure 
traced to tighter discipline and 
changes made by principal Paul 
Fleming. 

The figure was one of several 
listed on a computer print-out 
offered to the school committee by 
assistant principals John Lynch and 
Edward Woods as well as Fleming 
at its meeting last Wednesday night. 

Concerned about the increase in 
suspensions since Fleming took 
over as principal, committeeman 
Shirley Callan requested a report a 
few months ago. 

According to Fleming, the 
approximately $40 suspensions (the 
high figure is due to repeat 
offenders) during the 1984-85 
school year “should come as no 
surprise when one considers the 
condition the disciplinary process 
was in in 1983-84, 

During that period, Fleming said, 
there was frequent class cutting, 
smoking, truancy, absence from 
assigned detention, tardiness, and 
inconsistent administrative follow- 
up. He added that he was made 
aware that because of a lax disci- 
plinary atmosphere some parents 
had opted to send their children to 
private schools. By creating a more 
positive atmosphere at the school 
and holding students responsible 
for their actions, he said, he hoped 
to bring them back to the public 
school. 

Fleming was also proud of the 
fact that the high school has seen a 
13 percent drop in excessive 
absence and the number of students 
with 15 or more absences has been 
reduced to 32 percent. 

Letters from detention monitor 
Matthew Joyce, praising Fleming 
for providing "a more viable 
atmosphere for learning” and

Juvenile Officer Robert Spencer, 
congratulating Fleming on the way 
he has dealt with the “difficult 
problem” of truancy, gave witness 
to the alleged improvement at the 
high school last year. : 

"There can be no education unless 
there is order,” said Chairman 
Tony Accardi, pleased with the 
discipline approach of new the 
administration. 

Superintendent Robert Horan 
pointed out he was "not alarmed” 
by the figures. He seemed to feel it 
was too early to say if the 
administration's discipline 
approach is working. 

“As the new man on the block” 
faced with the implementation of 
many new rules such as a new drug 
policy, closed campus, and no 
smoking, said Horan, Fleming was 
hit with many new challenges. And, 
he added, it is generally expected 
that, under the circumstances, the 
number of suspensions would 
increase. 

Callan Was critical both of 
Fleming's allusions to lax disci- 
plinary procedures in the past and 
the present “private academy” 
atmosphere developing at the high 
school. 

Fleming was adamant that he 
would “continue to run an 
operation based on respect and 
order.” He pointed out he'd rather 
have an atmosphere like that 
because youngsters "need and seek 
order” in their lives. 

Several committee members 
wondered where the discussion was 
leading. Bridget Zukas said it was 
impossible to make a comparison 
between two administrations with. 
out the same conditions being 
present 

Mitchell Spiris agreed “the 
research is far from pure” and 
argued that it made no sense to 
continue the discussion. ,

Tewksbury Selectmen recently 
voted unanimously to confirm the 
appointment of Acting Public 
Works Department Superintendent 
William Burris to the position of 
full time superintendent. The board 
also yeted October 8 to accept 
revisions to a town bylaw 
governing Burris’ position. 

Burris, according to selectmen, 
was the only person to submit an 
application to fill the position of 
Public works department 
superintendent left open when 
selectmen, acting as the board of 
public works, dismissed former 
Superintendent Phil Pattison last 
October. 

Burris, the former town 
engineer, was appointed as the 
acting superintendent shortly after 
the firing. Selectmen have lauded 
Burris for doing a fine job since 
being appointed acting 
superintendent. 

The public works superintendent 
works for the town under the terms 
of an employment contract issued 
by the board of public works. 
Burris, however, requested that the 
position no longer be cavered 
under a contract but rather become 
a three year appointed position. 

The board also agreed to change 
from three to four the number of 
selectmen it will take to vote in 
favor of terminating the 
superintendent during the tenure of 
his appointment. Previously it took 
‘only a majority of the five member 
board to remove the superintendent 
during his tenure. The revision will

Thanks to the poetry of Henry 
Wadsworth Longfellow everyone 
in this country knows of Paul 
Revere, A Boston silversmith, 
Revere was a patriot who was a 
post rider for the patriot leaders 
who were opposing the Royal 
government and the British soldiers 
in 1774 and 1775, Another term 
for post rider could be dispatch 

rider. 

It was a very secretive business. 
Revere and perhaps half a dozen 
other men carried dispatches to and 
from Boston in the days leading up 
to the events of Concord and 
Lexington. 

Revere, it will be remembered, 
was captured by British soldiers 
after he had left Lexington. He 
never got to Concord, He was now 
known, by the British, to be a 
dispatch rider and consequently 
was not of much value to the patriot 
commanders. New riders, of whom 
nothing was said, were appointed to 
take over the task. Their names 
were never revealed, 

Captain Cadwallader Ford was 
one of those riders. A young 
attorney, 33 years old, he lived 
with his father in North 
Wilmington. On Concord Day it 
was he who commanded the 
Wilmington Minutemen on their 
march to Concord and in the 
subsequent fighting with the British 


as they retreated to Boston. 

It is said there were militia and 
minutemen companies from 26 
towns in that fighting. Some were a 
part of the Second Middlesex 
Regiment of Foot, commanded by 
Captain Ebenezer Bridge of 
Billerica, later to be a Colonel. 

The 27 Minutemen under Capt. 
Ford and the 78 Militia under 
Captain Timothy Walker, all from 
Wilmington, were a part of that 
Second Middlesex Regiment of 
Foot. 

That night, April 19, 1775, they 
were in camp in Cambridge. The 
British forces had been chased into 
Boston, or were in Charlestown 
where’ they were under the 
protection of the guns of the Royal 
Navy. Those militia men and 
minutemen had started what 
became known as the Seige of 
Boston, 

The actual fighting was over. 
Many of those farmers in the 
patriot forces remembered the 
plows in the fields, and the cattle 
which needed to be cared for. They 
left for home. 

Among those who left was 
Captain Cadwallader Ford. he had 
urgent business. It was not the 
neglected plow, nor was it the 
lowing cattle which called him to 
Wilmington. It was, so Wilmington 
tradition has it, that the selectmen 
of Wilmington wanted him to be 
their military advisor. 


Until recently there has been 
nothing to negate that tradition. 

In recent years the Massachusetts 
Historical Society has been 
reprinting the records of the 
Massachusetts Legislature, circa 
1775. Volume 51, Page 24, has an 
item of interest. 

Thursday, Dec. 7, 1775, after- 
noon session: “Resolved: That 
Benjamin Epes, Cadwallader Ford 
Jun., Isaac Colton, Joseph Howland 
and Timothy Goodwin be and 
hereby are dismissed as Post 
Rdiers, for the future, and the 
Colony be at no further charge for 
their riding. Sent up for 
concurrence.” 

Thus it seems that Capt. Ford, 
immediately after Concord Day, 
and probably all of those men, 
Proven patriots, were appointed to 
be post riders. The patriot 
commanders needed new men, to 
replace Revere and others. 

Until the Massachusetts Historical 
Society printed that volume no one 
knew what Capt. Ford did in those 
days following the Battle of 
Concord. A descendant, Comman- 
der Ford Blanchard USNR was in 
Wilmington aboutl945 to delve 
into the history of his forefathers. 
He found nothing to indicate the 
secret of his life, that Capt. Ford 
had been a dispatch rider. 

Nor has anyone else, but now, 
gentle reader, the secret is known

The Walker School is no more 


A lot of pigeons were suddenly 
startled, Saturday morning when a 
fron tend loader, and a tractor 
backhoe, both of generous propor- 
tions, attacked the old Walker 
School in Wilmington. The school 
was knocked down and destroyed 
starting at 8 a.m. and the job was 
finished by 11. 

Pigeons had been living in the old 
school building in ever-increasing 
numbers for the past three years. A 
broken window gave them access, 
in the first place, and as the pigeons

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State to fund 


new salt shed 

A year-long effort by Rep. James 
Miceli (D-Wilmington) to have the 
State DPW construct a second 
chemical storage building for the 
Town of Wilmington has ended 
successfully. 

"The DPW has agreed with me 
that the building is needed to pro- 
tect our waterways and environ- 
ment,” Miceli said. "And they have 
agreed to pay the costs for the 
planning and cofistruction of 
another chemical shed for the 
town.” 

Rep. Miceli, a member of the 
powerful House Ways and Means 
Committee, said the agreement by 
the state to fund a local project is 
unusual. 

“But I believe we made a good 
case, a strong case, "Miceli said. 
"The routine storage of road salt 
and chemicals could pose a 
Pollution threat to our streams and 
groundwater. We needed better 
Protection, state-of-the-art envi- 
ronmental protection. The second 
Storage shed was the solution we 
are fighting for. And I'm very 
pleased we now have an agreement 
favorable to the town.” 

According to Mass. DPW 
Commissioner Robert T. Tierney, 
the planning for the second shed 


* will begin soon, with the project 


going out for bids this winter. 
Actual construction is expected to 
begin in the spring of 1986.

Zoning bylaw changes sail _ 
through Tewksbury town meeting 


An October 7 Tewksbury special 
town meeting rapidly and with no 
debate passed five of six proposed 
zoning bylaw changes. None of the 
changes, however, were 
controversial in nature. 

The only proposal not accepted 
by the town meeting was a plan to 
tighten the wording of a bylaw 
allowing for the creation and 
development of a combination use 
district (CD). The bylaw allows 
both commercial and residential 
development on the same parcel. 
Currently there are only two such 
zones in town, both of which caused 
some problems for planners during 
the approval process. 

Planners felt the wording of the 
CD bylaw is open to different 
interpretations. The language of the 
current bylaw has created more 
questions than answers, planners 
have said. 

The bylaw was intended to allow 
‘one single building to have two uses 
with a retail store or office on one 
floor and a residence on the other 
as an example. However, the 
wording of the bylaw was so open 
that the two CDs in town have been 
able to convince the board they can 
cut the overall CD parcel of land 
into two sections, one to house 
commercial buildings and the other 
for the residential units. 

The planning board won support 
for their recommendation that the 
bylaw be wiped off the books 
altogether. However, they were 
prepared to propose changes to the 
wording of the bylaw so that the 
district would be what they had 
intended when it was originally 
proposed if town meeting did not 
see fit to delete it. 

The planning board's attempts to 
change the wording of the town’s 
multiple family district (MFD), or 
condominium zone, won approval.

requirements within a MFD, 

The proposal changed the time 
period for developing the project 
once it had been approved, the 
number of total units allowed 
within a project, parking 
requirements, the spacing of 
buildings and roadways, and the 
amount of wedands area on the site 
that can be used to calculate the 
number of units that can be built 
there. 

The planning board also did a 
litue house cleaning by changing a 
stipulation governing the amount of 
parking required in a general 
business zone so that'a recently 
created zoning bylaw governing 
parking requirements for all zones 
could be used. 

When the parking requirements 
chapter was added to the zoning 
bylaws at a November 1984 Special 
Town Meeting, the planning board 
intended to also make a note in the 
chapter governing development in 
a general business zone stating that 
all parking in that zone shall meet 
the requirements in the chapter 
governing parking. However, that 
was not done and the requirements 
for the general business zone 
remained far in excess of what the 
board felt was needed. 

The planning board was also able 
to gain support for the creation of 
a new bylaw intended to clarify the 
administration and enforcement 
capabilities of the Building 
Commissioner, provide a penalty 
for zoning violations, and clarify 
the administration of the board of 
appeals and special permits. The 
plan had been adopted at the 1985 
Annual Town Meeting, but was 
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overturned by the State Attorney 
General due to improper 
advertising. 

The planning board was also able 
to gain support for zoning bylaw 
change to allow a parked mobile 
food service to operate at a 
stationary position along Main 
Street only as long as the board of 
appeals granted a special permit for 
each such operation. The proposal 
had also been adopted at the 1985 
Annual Town Meeting, but was also 
overturned by the State Atlomey 
General due to improper 
advertising.

According to Robert DeSantis, 
one of the founders .of the 
association formed five years ago, 
the disagreement evolved from a 
rec department ruling that sixth, 
seventh, and eighth graders playing 
on the associaton's traveling team 
could not also play on a recreation 
department team. This, charged 
DeSantis and fellow coach David 
Tuxbury, is discrimination 

Recreation Director Ron Swasey 
defended the rule by saying "these 
kids play a different brand of ball.” 
He pointed out that the traveling 
team members - 36 in all - are more 
agressive which leads to a disparity 
in talent and, in the past, there have 
been scheduling conflicts as both 
group's teams play on Saturday and 
Sunday. 

Parents of the approximately 365 
children involved in the rec 
basketball program, he added, have 
made known their support of this 
ruling, a ruling he called a sign of 
the future and perfectly legal. 

Tuxbury, who has a son on the 
traveling team, said his son likes to 
play in the basketballa program run 
by the rec department because it 
provides him with an opportunity 
to have fun. He added that the 
association coaches are willing to 
compromise and work around the 
rec department's schedule. 

“There's no question we can work 
it out,” he added, given the chance. 

Swasey was adamant that they've 
tried many times to work it out and 
it will be hard to compromise.

"We're telling you that our 
community does not want this,” was 
how one woman put it. "Now take 
that back to Mediplex!” 

She was referring to a 120-bed 
nursing hone which the Mediplex 
Group proposes to build in Hillside 
Way in Wilmington, near the 
Burlington town line. Meeting with 
about 50 neighborhood residents 
last Wednesday night, Mediplex 
representatives John Tressler and 
Michelle Hom faced a barrage of 
objections. 

Increased traffic on narrow, 
winding roads was of primary 
concer, with sewerage and water 
pressure also mentioned. Sewerage, 
though, could become a major 
stumbling block for the proposal. 

Tressler expressed confidence 
that a septic system could be 
designed to meet the needs of the 
nursing home. Peter Enos, whose 
well is downhill from the site, was 
not as confident. 

Neither was Dr. James Ficociello, 
chairman of the Wilmington Board 
of Health. He said that the land in 
the area was not particularly 
amenable to a septic system, and 
that an in-depth study.would have 
to be made before a decision could 
be reached. He said that his board 
had met briefly with engineers 
working on the proposal, and had 
told them that the board would 
probably require connection to a 
public sewer. 

Tressler had opened the meeting 
with an aerial photo of the site, with 
the outline of the proposed building 
sketched in. The Wilmington 
Woods Nursing Care center would 
be located about 200 feet back from 
Hillside Way, occupying 33,000 
square feet on a site of 10.7 acres, 
He said that his firm planned to 
retain a woodland setting. He called 
the site appropriate for a nursing 
home. 

The Mediplex Group, Tressler 
said, is a publicly owned firm 
which operates several nursing 
homes. Three of these are in 
Massachusetts, including the firm's 
headquarters in Newton, and a 
fourth is now under construction. 
There are five in Connecticut, and 
others throughout the country. 

Mediplex health planner Michelle 
Horn said that the firm had looked 
at areas where there was a need for 
nursing home beds. In the area 
which includes Wilmington, Bur- 
lington and Wobum, there has been 
a 19 percent increase in the elderly 
population in the past decade. 
There are no nursing homes in 
Wilmington or Burlington, she 
said, and two in Woburn. 

Quoting figures from a state 
report, she said there was an

additional need in the area for 148 
beds at a skilled level, plus 174 beds 
at an intermediate level. 

The Wilmington facility would 
have 60 beds at each of those levels,

She stressed the importance of 
having all three care levels in one 
facility, to reduce the shock of 
moving a patient to another facility 
when a change in the level of care is 
needed. 

‘At several points in the meeting, 
disorder prevailed, with several 
residents, speaking at once.

Tressler said that the firm had a 
traffic study done to analyze 
existing traffic volumes at the 
intersection of Chestnut Street and 
Hillside Way, and at the entrance to 
the site. The consultant had 
developed a study to show how the 
nursing home traffic would inter- 
act. There would be no problem, he 
said. 

The main generators of traffic, he 
said, would be employees, since the 
residents of a nursing home do not 
drive. On the day shift, there would 
be 40 people working. 

‘A woman challenged the validity 
of the study, wanting to know when 
it was taken, 

Tressler said that it had been done 
on one day only, from 6:30 to 9 
a.m. and from 2:30 to 6 p.m. 

"I don't believe you, and you 
don't believe me,” said one man, 
philosophically. "You've got to live 
here to know how it is.” His 
remarks were not nasty, and he 
even thanked the speakers for the 
presentation, and for enduring the 
comments. 

A woman said that there had been 
three fatalities in the past 10 years 
at the intersection of Chestnut 
Street and Hillside Way. Had that 
been considered in the traffic study, 
she wanted to know. 

A woman who drives a school bus 
said that the buses drop students at 
their doors along Chestnut Sweet, 
to avoid having them walk along 
the a narrow road.

Principal's pay 
raise voted 


WHS Principal Paul Fleming's 
salary to $44,336 for the 1985-86 
school year last Wednesday, despite 
objections by one member of the 
board that they couldn't afford the 
increase. 

Superintendent Robert Horan 
recommended Fleming be placed 
‘on the second step of his three year 
contract because it was “approp- 
riate” and fair that it be done at this 
time. 

According to an explanation by 
Chairman Tony Accardi, Fleming 
came in at $40,000 last year, right 
after the principals’ payscale was 
ratified. Fleming was hired too late 
to be included in that changed 
payscale. Since he was not 
scheduled to receive a pay raise this 
year, Accardi said, he was afforded 
a cost of living increase, bringing 
his salary up to $42,240. This 
figure was approximately $500 less 


than that of other district 
principals. 
William Fay, president of the 


principal's bargaining unit. 
brought Fleming’before the school 
committee to see if they could 
compensate his salary in some way, 
said Accardi. In an executive 
session on Sept. 25, discussion took 
place to bring his salary up to "a 
more equitable level.” According 
to Accardi, at first the vote was 
unanimously in favor of that 
increase. At the last minute, 
however, committeeman Shirley 
Callan changed her vote to no 
“because she didn’t like the 
procedure.” 

Bob Peterson distributed fact 
sheets to those present at 
Wednesday's meeting, revealing 
Fleming's salary and the increases 
he is entitled to under his contract, 
for his first four years as principal. 

Peterson maintained that if 
Fleming had not been voted to raise 
this year, he still would be entitled 
to a $7,508 increase by the 1987-88 
school year, bringing his salary up 
to $53,805. As it stands now, he 
said, even with the increase voted 
‘on Wednesday, Fleming is still a 
year behind.

Though agreeing, in essencé, that 
Fleming had done "a good job,” 
Callan objected to the way the raise 
was established and was the only 
board member to vote against the 
increase. She felt that Fleming 
should have waited until his entire 
bargaining unit came in to request a 
raise. 

“How many raises are we going to 
give in this manner?” she asked, 
apparently fearful of setting a 
precedent. 


“It bothers me that we increase 
administrators’ salaries and rift 
teachers,” she said, adding that 
Fleming “doesn't teach a single 
student.” 

Bridget Zukas took strong 
exception to Callan's statement. 

“Principals are the backbone of 
the building,” she said angrily. 
Principals have grave 
responsibilities and have to be there 
for teachers, students, and parents, 
she stated, adding that in her 
estimation they are “totally 
underappreciated.” She praised 
Fleming for his “leadership role” 
and for following through so well 
on the school committee's charge to 
lead the building. 

Callan assured Zukas she wasn't 
singling out principals and said "I 
think a lot of people in the system 
deserve a raise, but I don't think we 
can afford it.” 

In answer to recent charges of rift 
teachers and lack of supplies and 
textbooks because of budget 
constraints, Accardi informed the 
board of several steps which had 
been taken. 

Any rift teachers, he said, had 
already been hired back. Any 
textbooks cut because of the budget 
have been purchased from end of 
the year funds. And, after 
conducting a recent survey of each 
teacher in the district to check on 
supplies, he found there are "ample 
supplies” in each school to meet 
teachers’ needs.

-Direct aye-to-eye contact be- 
tween the woman and the doc- 
tor/support team is enhanced. 

For the woman who is still un. 
sure of the sitting/squatting 
position, the chair is equipped 
with a lever that allows the 
chair to tilt - even to a horizontal 
position - thus providing an op- 
portunity for the woman to 
choose whatever position is 
most comfortable. 

The chair is designed to be us- 
ed during the second stage of 
labor. Once the woman is placed 
in the chair, gravity, and a 
small amount of pushing almost 
assures the delivery time is ac- 
celerated to half the time that it 
might otherwise take 

Although the chair is designed 
to facilitate most body shapes, 
Clark says the birthing chair “is 
not right for everyone 
Everyone won't use it, but it's a 
good option to have.” 


Mamograms urged 
for women over 35 


New studies by the American 
Cancer Society (ACS) and the 
National Cancer Institute in- 
dicate that one-third of all 
breast cancers are found in 
women 35-49 and that most of 
these cancers are tiny and easi- 
ly treatable but not always 
detectable by physical exami 
nation alone. 

Based on these findings, the 
ACS has revised its recommen. 
dations of mammography 
(breast x-ray, also known as 
xeromammography and 
xeroradiography) and urges all 
women 40 to 50 to have a mam 
mogram annually or biannually,

The ACS also recommends .a 
baseline mamogram for all 
women 35-40 for reference, so 
that their physician can note 
any changes in breast tissue 
that may appear in later x-rays.

a Breast Diagnostic Service to 
make it easier for women to ob- 
tain mammograms

There is a basic difference in 
the make-up of the funeral 
home business in different 
areas of the country, Anderson 
said: “In the New England 
area, most funeral homes are 
family businesses. In the mid- 
west and the west, they tend to 
be larger corporations. 

“Many New Englanders feel 
family-owned operations can 

jive a more personal and 
anally orien od erence. I see 
advantages to set-ups. The 
larger corporations that pre- 
dominate in other sections of 
the country are in the business 
on a larger scale, and can 
provide services at a more 
reasonable cost. 

Locally, the diminishin; 
availability of space for burial 
has increased somewhat the 
movement towards cremation 
— and Anderson adds that 
burial rules and regulations in 
local cemeteries may vary 
widely. In searching for a 
cemetery lot, space and 
cemetery regulations are 
important considerations, he 
said. Some families have ex- 
tensive old family lots, but the 
space for earth burial of a full 
casket is not available — hence, 
the individual may consider 
cremation. “Some cemeteries 
will permit multiple burial of 
“cremains” in one cemetery 
lot. Some will permit burial of 
caskets, one above another, 
and some (in the business of 
selling cemetery ‘lots and 
nothing else) are far more re- 
strictive, Anderson said. 

He said the cost of opening a 
grave varies greatly, so that 
choice of cemetery can affect a 
funeral's price. Other factors to 


be considered: direct 
cremation or burial versus 
traditional waking, which 


requires sheltering of remains 
(an added cost), a closed or 
open casket (an open casket 
uires embalming of the 
ly which is otherwise 
required by law only in cases 
involving infectious diseases or 
out-of-state transportation of 
remains.)

Its pages run the 
gamut from glossy color ads of 
elaborate caskets with names 
like “Hyacinth,” “Starlite 
Gold,” and “Monarch,”’ (lined 
with “‘Silverbeige Regal 
Velvet,”") to a solid. mahogany 
“unit” featuring a massive 
Grecian urn shell design 
“available in red or brown 
mahogany and in a satin or 
high-polish finish. The hard- 
ware includes hand-carved 
mahogany bars and lugs with 
cast arms and lips finished to 
match the shell. interior is 
in dress quality velvet and has 
a hand-tailored cap with a soft, 
shirred turnout and overlay . . 
(and) an adjustable spring bed 
with a velvet covered mat- 
tress."”” 

Advertising includes frank 
avowals that in the “selection

If a funeral director runs 
out of a particular model, he 
faces the likelihood that ‘the 
next selecting party may buy a 
cheaper funeral because you 
didn’t have one at that price in 
the selection room.” 

A metal grave vault company 
offers caskets of. “extra-heavy 
steel coated with 30 to 40 pounds 
of zinc for extra protection," 12- 
guage stainless steel, gal- 
vanized or ungalvanized, and 


12-guage solid copper vaults. 

A irginia company 
headlines its cremation urns as 
supplying “The Warmth of 


Wood,"" and an Ohio firm offers 
“The Family Funeral Coach." 
a large, streamlined van 
containing casket chamber 
flower area, lounge, lavatory. 
toilet, closet and refrigerator, 
designed to provide “family 
togetherness” en route to the 
cemetery. 

“American Funeral Di 
rector” presents editorials, and 
both thoughtful and well-re- 
searched “hard"’ news items

Ips, many of which he has 
iinet either as an invited 
Quest speaker or a discussion 
participant, and he'd like to see 
more such programs. 

“In a youth-oriented, death- 
denying culture such as ours 
most people experience 
varying degrees of difficulty in 
relating to old age and sickness 
and enormous difficulty in 
relating to death,” according to 
Richard W. Boerstler, in a 
letter published in 1978 in the 
Association for Humanistic 
Psychology.

“While the majority of breast 
disease is not malignant, early 
detection of any growth, follow- 
ed by diagnosis and treatment, 
is vital,” Dr. Sites stressed in 
encouraging all women 20 to 40 
to practice breast self-exam 
monthly and to have their breast 
examined by a physician as part 
of their annual physical, When 
breast cancer is discovered and 
treated in its earliest stages 
(indicated by a mass no larger 
than one-half centimeter), there 
is a 90 percent chance for a ten- 
year survival; one to two cen- 
timeter lesions offer, at best, a 
75 to 80 percent survival chance. 

Between exams, any changes 
in the breasts, including lumps, 
thickening, swelling, puckering, 
dimpling, skin irritation, distor- 
tion, or scaliness of the nipples, 
nipple discharge, pain or 
tenderness, should be brought to 
the immediate attention ofone’s 
physician. 


Reluctance to have annual 
mammograms because of fear 
of overexposure to radiation 
should be dispelled. In an article 
in the July-August, 1984, issue of 
“Cancer’’ magazine, the ACS 
states that recent advances in 
diagnostic accuracy and lower 
radiation doses have made 
mammography safe.

Recent changes to the Social 
Security law are important for 
who receive or apply for 
Social Security or Supplemental 
Security Income (SSI) disability 
benefits. These changes 
establish new guidelines for 
deciding whether a person is 
still disabled and provide other 
new rules for making  deter- 
minations of disability at all 
administrative levels. 


People receiving - disability 
benefits will continue to have 
their eligibility reviewed peri 
odically and payments will gen- 
erally continue unless the per- 
son's condition has improved 
and he or she can do substantial 
gainful work. There are some 
exceptions such as: a person has 
benefited from medical ad- 
vances or vocational therapy 
and is now able to work; new or 
improved diagnostic techniques 
or evaluations Lege Lal the 
person is not as disal as 
previously thought and that 


therefore the person is able to 
work; the previous decision was 
not correct; or the person is 
gainfully employed.

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Disease Prevention and Health 
Promotion, examined the 
fitness habits of 8,800 students 
across the country in grades five 
through 12 and found that about 
half of them aren't getting 
enough exercise to maintain 
adequate cardiovascular 
fitness. The study also showed 
that today’s kids are significant- 
ly fatter than those studied in 
the 60s and that as many as 
one-third of all children over the 
age of 12 have high cholesterol 
levels. The other study, con- 
ducted by the Amateur Athletic 
Union, found that out of more 
than four million boys and girls 
aged 6 through 17, only 36 per- 
cent could pass the most basic 
physical fitness tests, down 
from 42 percent in 1979. The 
AAU study also showed that for 
the fifth year in a row children’s 
physical fitness seemed to peak 
at age 14, and went downhill 
from there. 

But it would be a mistake to 
think that this is limited only to 
physical fitness. There are other 
health problems that are just as 
pervasive and eve more life- 
threatening. (Data gathered

Veterans’ Administration advice 


Q. - What is the difference be- 
tween disability compensation 
and pension? 

A. - Compensation is paid'to a 
veteran with a disability which 
is related to military service. 
While the disability need not be 
a result of performance of duty, 
it must have occurred or been 
aggravated during military 
service. Pension is a “benefit 
available to veterans who are 
“needy”. Need is determined by 
the income of a veteran and any 
dependents. To qualify for pen- 
sion a veteran must either be 65 
years of age (or older) or must 
be permanently and totally dis- 
abled, as determined by the VA, 
based on disability which is not 
due to military service 


VA pension? 

A. - The VA must review your 
husband's eligibility before a 
decision is made. He should file 
a claim with the nearest VA 
Regional Office in your state. A 
toll-free telephone number is 
listed in the government listings 
of your telephone directory. El- 
igibility depends on several fac- 
tors including family size, in- 
come, extent of disability and 
amount of qualifying wartime 
service. A minimum of 90 days 
service is necessary in most 
cases.

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Choosing the right day care center for children 


Working pape face many 
challenges in raising children, 
and one of the most important is 
finding reliable child care.
